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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, filed 
on 7/14/03 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The correction to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 24-27, 29-34 and 36-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear whether claims 24-27, 29-34 and 36-37 are directed to a method or apparatus. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 
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5. Claims 10-12, 14-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims, when taken as a whole, only generates a 
sequence of pulses. A sequence of pulses however is just a signal per se, i.e. a signal that is not 
tied to any physical structure for transmitting or receiving the signal. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under 
Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes 
of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a). 

7. Claims 10, 12, 14, 16, 24, 26, 29, 31, 33, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as

being anticipated by Zhodzishsky et al US Patent No. 6,493,^78. 

Zhodzishsky et al discloses a method and apparatus comprising: generating a plurality of 
pulse-trains each comprising a plurality of pulses separated by intervals see fig. 4, 402, each one 
of the plurality of intervals is unequal in duration see fig. 4 and col. 24, line 4, assigning a 
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polarity to each of the pulses thus forming at least one code word from each of the pulse trains 
see fig. 4, 402. 

As per claims 12, 26 and 33, as shown in fig. 4, the duration of Dl of pulse PI is unequal 
to a sum of durations of any other two intervals. 

As per claim 14 each codeword is unique within the plurality of codewords see fig. 4, 



As per claim 16, the cross correlation function between any two of the code words is 
inherently zero. 

As per claims 29 and 36, fig. 4, 402, shows clearly a positive code associated with a +1 
pulse and a negative code associated with a -1 pulse. 



8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 18, 19, 21, 30 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Zhodzishsky et al. 

As applied to the above claims, Zhodzishsky et al teaches every feature of the claimed

invention but does not explicitly teach the code is a barker code. However, the used of a Barker 
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code is old and well established in the art. It would have been obvious to one skill in the art to 
use such a code so as to take advantage of its good correlation properties. 

As per claims 18-19, it would have been obvious to one skill in the art to increase the 
duty ratio of each code by representing each a positive code associated with a +1 pulse and a 
negative code associated with a -1 pulse so as to satisfy system coding requirements. 



10. Claims 25, 27, 32 and 34 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
